Lonpon, March 2.--The statement of 
First Lord of the Admiralty Goschen 
on the navy estimates for 1897-08 which 
were issued last night shows that the 
expenditures are placed at £21,838,000, 
being an increase of £15,000 over last 
year’s estimates, Pour battle ships. 
three third class cruisers, two sloops, 
four gun boats, two torpedy destroyers 
and a new royal yacht will be com- 
menced at once, making a total of 106 
ships building, of which number 66 
are to be cotupleted during the present 
year. There will also bean increase of 
6,179 men and 121 officers for the navy. 

Sir Donald Smith sails on Saturday 
fora brief visit to Canada and will 
confer with Premier Laurier and other 
Canadian Ministers before the opening 
ot the coring session of Parliament.

A Letter From Mr. Barclay Bruce 
‘To the Editor of Tur Heravp 

Sir,—Reterring to the recent pro- 
ceedings of the City Council in the 
matter of the Red Deer Valley Rail- 
way may | beg your permission to 
make a few remarks.

ago I spent six months in England en- 
gaged in pressing the matter on the 
attention of capitalist after capitalist 
and at length succeeded in procuring a 
firm offer to provide the money neces- 
sary for construction and equipment 
of the line and also to provide $100,000 
for the opeving up of the mine if the 
Government would guarantee a mini- 
mum dividend for 15 years of 2) per 
cont. That is to say Uthat the Govern- 
ment were to pay this if the company 
did noc earn it, This offer was an 
absolutely firm offer from a Londen 
firm of the very highest class, and 
which firm | happened to know intim- 
ately or | could never haye got the 
offer, On iy iepresentation that the 
line was morally certain to earn the 
full 5 per cent of its debenture interest 
they assumed the risk they did, For 
it is perfectly evident to the most 
parochial financier that a 2) per cent 
guarantee for 15 Ps is fo gooll al ail 
unless it be not needed. All it is good 
for is as an indication of Government 
confidence in the scheme. 1 see it 
stated that someone promises to build 
the railway, equip it and find the 
money to work the mines if he can 
purloia my idea to the extent of get- 
ting a 2) per cent guarantee for 15 
years on about two-thirds of the 
authorized debentures. Well, f should 
be glad to be able to believe it, but 
“the only safe rule of conduct is ex 
perience,” and my experience telis ne 
that the bare idea is fantastic. 

Now, sir, besides what we have 
lone, just a pessing word as to what 
we have spent, The £25,000 thao I 
spoke of in my remarks to the City 
Council were for a very large part 
eaten up in the original purchase of 
the charter, a large part in the prose- 
cution of those efforts of which I have 
already spoken, and in legal charges, 
and about £5,000 directly or indirectly 
on the construction of the work. 

How, under all these circumstances, 
and having done all that men could 
do, it seems to me not only a folly but 
a crime that the City Couneil should 
try to deprive us of car property, for 
most assurediy it isno inducement for 
capital to come to this Country that

Control of the Line Through the

A large and enthusiastic meeting of 
citizens answered Mayor Ort's in- 
vitation at Alexander Hall on Tuesday 
night. The proceedings throughout 
shewed that the people were ot one 
mind on the question, and the reso- 
lutions proposed were carried without 
a dissentient voice, Mayor Orr who 
| Was accompanied on the platform by 
| Senator Lougheed, Messrs, McCarthy, 
Q. C., Muir, Q. C., McCaul, Q, C., and 
Sifton read the requisition and 
{explained the object ot the meeting. 
}It bad been thought that Mr. Oliver, 
M. P., would probavly be in town 
last night, but owing to the change in 
the date of the opening of Parliament 
lhe had not come. The Mayor who 
was elected chairinan of the meeting 
then called on Mr. McCarthy, Q. C., to 
propose the first resolution, 


Mr, McCarthy said there was no 


necessity for enlarging on the im- 
portance of the question before then, 
The present grievance and seeming 


lack of interest was really due to the 
fact that the people of this distriet 
were induced to believe from what the 
newspapers had said and from the 
absence ot any denial by the Govern 
ment, that the road would be built, 
operated and constructed by the 
Dominion of Canada. A rude awaken- 
ing had, however, taken place during 
the past week when the Toronto 
Globe which had taken its stand 
among the earliest advocates of 
Government construction, suddenly 
abandoned its position and advocated 
the claims of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. People in the east who 
were interested as every citizen of the 
Dominion of Canada should be in the 
welfare of the West hed remained 
inactive because they bad no doubt 
but that the road would be 
operated by the vernment, and 
were lulled into security, but now that 
the Globe had taken this sudden 
course, people were beginning to have 
their eyes opened. The had had some 
experience of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and they did not want the 
lesson repeated. He was not there to 
attack the C. P. ft. That company 
had been attacked on and off the 
platform for several years, and it w 
only fair to say that the C. P. R. had 
done nothing except: what was clearly 
its night. The company had made a 
centract with the late Government to 
construct the roal, and had done so. 
The terms, however, were too fayour- 
able to the company and too 
oppressive on the people, but they 
were portion of the contract, and nine 
Imen out of ten would have done 
exactly as the company had done, and 
would have exercised the rights which 
they had acquired, The time for such 
contracts had gone by, and people 
would be stow to give the company a 
second chance, Liberal newspapers 
and speakers had severely attacked 
the Conservative Government for 
having made such terms, and were 
these papers and these public men now 
woing to do what they had condemned 
others for doing, and so swiatlow their 
own words? The people who had con- 
demmned the Conservatiy overniment 
for its railroad policy, w ad be just as 
ready to'condenin the Literai Govern- 
ment fora similar policy, Was this 
road going to be tied up for the 
Cc, P, RR. or would the Government 
build the road and give running 
powers to the C, P. R., or to any other 
road? Now. it was conceded that the 
C, P. R. should have the support of 
the Dominion Government to con- 
struct the road, and had asked for 
$20,000 per mile anda bonus of $5,000 
per mile, in all 825,000 of which the 
interest was to be guaranteed by the 
Government, The pass was an easy 
one to build through, Why not, if 
necessary. add a few thousand more, 
and build and control the road theim- 
selves. Mr Blair had said at Calgary 
that the Government should build and

Having decided to renew the 
Elbow bridge with a steel 
strueture the City Council is now 
engaged in considering the details 
of the undertaking. It seems t 
be agreed that the necessary 
funds— some 85,000—will have to 
be raised by an issue of deben- 
tures. The question arises whether 
it would not be well to include in 
the scheme a bridge to the Island 
Park. For $2,000 a good traffic 
bridge could be built whieh would 
bring ihe magnificent advantages 
of these islands within reach of 
our people. There are strong 
reasons in favour of building this 
bridge and none that we know of 
against it. The Council is under 
an obligation to spend a consider- 
able sum on the islands and if it is 
not spent the town will loge the 
use of them, The cost of a bridge 
would be more than repaid by the 
money saved which would other- 
wise be spent in public picnics and 
excursions to outside places. Nut 
only this, but once a summer 
resort is established in Calgary it 
will attvact excursions from other 
towns. The expense of issuing 
debentures for 85,000 will be no

The Revelstoke Herald takes a 
very sensible view of the “alien” 
agitation in the United States, 
Which should commend itself to 
the Eastern press which is clam- 
curing for retaliation by Canada.

TEE BUTTER DUTY 


Tit HERALD has received a copy of 
the evidence of Mr, 8S, M. Barre, of the 
Ked River Creamery Combination, 
Winnipeg, given before the Tariff 
Commissioners, After sdvocating the 
removal of the duty on separators, 
Mr, Bavre said: 

“Although I would favour a ve- 
adjustment of the tariff and the 
placing ou the free list a number of 
such articles as are absolutely 
required by our settlers, | fail to see 
how free trade in dairy products with 
the United States would bene tit 
Manitoba, when I know that the 
United States produce a surplus of the 
very things that we grow and export 
them to the same markets that we do, 
and moreaver when we realize that in 
spite of a high tariff in dairy products 
we can hardly keep Americans from 
our markets, Not long ago car loads 
of butter from the State of Illinois 
passed through Winnipeg en route for 
British Columbia where it brought 18 
cents, freight aud duty paid, 

“The British Columbia market is 
now and every winter glutted with 
butter from California and Wash- 
ington Territory. The freight rates 
from these States to British
